After an illness lasting sev eral days, 
Major General James Richard C arna­

During the night stim ulants were 
administered and it was the General’s 
determined spirit prim arily that, for 
a time, held him up. 
Early yesterday moruiig his condi­ 
tion was slightly improv ed, b ut the 
change was only teinjiorary. 
All of 
the memb ers of the family were at the 
General’s b edside at the time of his 
death. 
Following the temporary im ­ 
prov ement in his condition yesterday 
morning he suffered coeiderab ly during 
the dav . 
He was rational, b ut gradu­ 
ally grew weaker until the end came. 
The funeral arrangements hav e not 
b een made. 


New Orleans, Aug. 3.—Present re­ 
ports of the fev er situation show again 
an increase in the numb er of deaths, 
b ut the health authorities confess to 
no alarm ov er the situation and say 
that more fatalities are to b e looked 
for from the fact that in the past 
three or four days there has b een a 
sufficient increase in the numb er of 
cases to warrant the expectation of a 
heav ier mortality.
